Prosecution Claims to Have 
Sufficient Evidence to

Obenchain. and was received at che 
county jail. The authorities put no 
faith in 
the letter, 
believing the 
w riter insane. 
The state has positive proof of the 
motive of A rthur C. Burch, charged 
with killing Kennedy, according to 
Malcolm M cLarsen, special detective 
for the district attorney’s office. 
“We know enough about B urch’s 
relations w ith 
Mrs. Obenchain to 
back up our case,” M cLaren said. 
“We know th at he would do any­ 
thing she w anted him to. We can­ 
not divulge our inform ation regard­ 
ing the m otive at the present time, 
but we have enough to secure his 
conviction.” 
“ McLaren is given to large state­ 
m ents rath er 
than to 
facts,” was 
Ralph Obonchain’s only comment on 
M cLaren’s contention. 
The prosecution. It was learned 
today, planned to conduct an inves­ 
tigation in New York in connection 
with Mrs. O benchain’s past. 
W hile Mrs Obenchain lived most 
of the tim e in Evanston, IU., and St. 
Paul, Minn., her address on her bag­ 
gage, now in the hands of the au­ 
thorities, is given as New York city, 
the district attorney’s office said to­ 
day.

The stairs and elevators of the 
hotel were destroyed 
with 
the 
blast and men and women leap­ 
ed from windows. 
Between 100 and 
150 guests 
were at the hotel at the time of 
the explosion.

ruined 
by

stored in non-w aterproof vaults 
w ere of slight value. 
Total dam age to state property 
will be much less than estim aled 
A prelim inary survey today after 
when the flood was at its crest, 
the w aters had receded set the 
damage at $150,000. 
T here was am ple w arning of 
the rising w ater, which reached 
the peak about m idnight. 
Most 
of the residents moved their be­ 
longings to the second floor, and 
m erely sat and w atched the wa­ 
ter go by. No one fled from the 
district, as 
far as 
could be 
learned today. 
Some crop dam age was report­ 
ed above Phoenix, but none be 
low the city, as there is very 
little irrigable land there. 
All of the valuable state rec­ 


ords w ere kept on the second 
floor of the state capitol, and 
w ere thus undamaged. 
The flood affected only the 
residence district of the city, in 
which the 
capitol is 
situated. 
T he flooded district is a mile 
and a quarter from the center of 
town. 
There w as none of the flood 
w ater left in Phoenix today, save 
in a few basem ents. 
T he telephone and telegraph 
com panies reported that all their 
lines were practically restored 
again th is afternoon. 
Most of 
the residents of the city took the 
flood as a joke, as this part of 
Arizona iB not generally given to 
m anifestations of this sort. 
B usiness was going on as us­ 
ual. the flood w aters not having 
touched 
the 
business 
district. 
The principal damage in the city 
itself, estim ated at $150,000. was 
done to the capitol building and 
grounds. 
Slight damage was also done 
to a num ber of residents. The 
injury 
to

w ashouts had not been estim ated 
today, but it is reported to be 
sm all.
